The old residents of Chicago will recognize, 
Goubtiess, in the above description, a just 
portraitare of the estimable man whose name 
heads this notice. 

The original of the picture, so long well 
known, bas at length passed awsy. Born Jan. 
19, 1796, at New London. Connecticut, he 
was a worthy descendant of that distinguished 
Sir Richard Saltonstall, memorable in New 
England history, and of Gov. Gordon S.lton- 
stall, of Connecticut; besides tracing his 

and deriving one of his names from 
Gov. Joseph Wanton, of Rhode Island, whose 
daughter was his paternal grandmother. 

Mr. Saltonstall jeame, in its early days, te 
Chicago, where he has sivee lived, fora period 
of « quarter of » century, sharing in the stir- 
ring scenes and events of our young and pros- 
perous city. Unambitious of political dis- 
tinction, he has pursued the tranquil career 
of an upright and faithful private citizen, eve- 
rywhere esteemed, trusted and honored as a 
man of probity, intelligence and manly cour- 
tesy. Near twenty years ago he received the 
bonorable appointment from the President of 
the United States, of “ Assignee in Bankrupt- 
cy,” a post which he continued te hoid until 
his decease. 

The event of his death occurred on the 18th 
inetant, aftera short illuces, borne with calm 
and christian equanimity, and at the age of 
sixty-nine years and two months—his last 
days cheered by the loving care and watchful- 
ness of those be has left, to bear and preserve 
among us his honored name. 

By not afew will the form of our departed 
fellow-citizen be missed from the scenes 
which once, and so long knew him. In the 
hearts of meny will his memory be durably 
and kindly cherished. 


Suicide of a Monomaniec. 

Many of the inhabitants of the North Divi- 
sion have for some time past been acquainted 
with the eccentric movements of a man by 
the name of Caleb Hopkins, residieg with 
his brether at 309 Tilincis street. He was 
twenty«ix years of age, formerly a plasterer 
by occupation, and un‘i! yesterday supoosed 
to have been perfectly safe to be allowed his 
eptire liberty. 

The shape taken by the disease of Mr. Hop- 
kins woe very singular. Commenciog some 
time sipce— originating no one knew how, ex- 
ecepting it might bave been from aa undue ex- 
citement of the brain, the pressure upon 
which thet organ was not naturally strong 
eperugh to bear—it finally assumed the shape 
of amania. He supposed himeclf the doom- 
ed victim of consumption. The fell destroyer 
hed marked him certainly for its own. He 
was In daily and bourly dread of being snatch- 
ed away. So firmly had the ides become 
stamped upon bis brain, efter a time, that be 
would frequently duriog his wanderings step 
upon the ersiés and weigh bimeelf, seemingty 
at xious to observe how fast he might be tray- 
dling the path to the tomb. Im spite of the 
protestations of his relatives that he wae per- 
fectiy well, the monomaniac strongly asserted 
to the contrary, and argued the necessity for 
Lis immedisic preparation for death. 

Yesterday afternoon, ata quarter past two, 
the report of a pistol was heard In the apart- 
ment occupied by Hopkins. The inmates of 
the honee rushed to the apot, to find their 
relative stretched upon e lounge, weltering in 
his gore. He Lad in some manner procured a 
double-barreled pistol, loaded it, placed the 
wuzzie in bis mouth, the barrels sighting 
dowuwerd, and holding the stock in Both 
bande had pulicd both triggers and sent his 
soul untidden to meet its Maker.

Of the above $104.99 disbursed, abot $60 were 
paid for staple dry goods, which the ladies, 
with their own hands, converted into the fol- 
lowing wseful and necessary articles: 13 bed 
comforters, 15single and 4 double sheets, 44 
pillow cases, 12 pairs cotton drawers, 6 pairs 
flennel drawer, 6 dressing gowns, 6 bed ticks, 
18 pillows (filled) with caces, 2 pairg cloth 
shoes, 1 jacket, 1 pair mittens, stockings, 
shoes, ctc., aleo one box containing needles, 
, buttons, a lot of flannel garments, 
pamphlets, and many vtber articles of like ne- 
eeesity. 

Immediately after the battle of Fort Donel. 
som, the articles enumer@ted, together with a 
judicious selection of groceries, niceties, etc., 
to the value of over @80, were forwatded in 
charge of carciul agent to Cairo, to be there 
distributed as might seem best. On his arri- 
val at Cairo, the agent ascertained from preper 
authority that there was no immediate need 
for the articles he had in charge at that poiat, 
and be consequently, as soon as he could ob- 
teina pe:mit for thc purpose, proceeded first 
te Mound City and thence to Padnéah, in each 
of which places a dietribution of the mauufac- 
tured articles wae made, thereby satisfying an 
lamperative want. Just after the arrival of the 
agent at Paducah, the horpitel boat “ City of 
Memphis” reached that piace, loeded down 
with wounded men in care of Dr Praukiia, 
surgeon of Taplor’s Battery. At examinativa 
by the agent developed the fact, that while the 
hospitals bed been supplied with delicacies, 
the bospital t had been eamtirely neg- 
lected, and be consequently delivered to Dr. 
Turner—who by the way is assisted in his da- 
ties by his execiicnt wife—tae delicacies and 
grocerics which he had in his possession, 
Dr. Tarver in acknowledgieg the receipt of 
theee articles, aptly says “they are the right 
invoice im the right place.”
